Long range programs begun by the 
Earle administration would be scut­ 
tled in the interests of economy. 
The administration, under this poli­ 
cy, would concentrate on the State’s 
most pressing problems, which it feels 
are general economy, relief, and tax 
reduction. 
Governor Jam es is said to feel that 
alongside these three promlem* the 
others are not paramount, with the 
exception of the anthracite situation 
which is expected to improve as the 
general situation betters. 
It was believed that Governor James 
has already notified the heads of his 
executive departments that he expects 
them to abolish all State agencies not 
.absolutely needed at present and to 
drop their personnel. This, if carried 
through by all department*, would af­ 
fect a saving of considerable propor­ 
tions. 
P ursuant to this, Secretary of For­ 
ests and Waters G. Albert Stewart has 
abolished the post of Administrative 
Assistant and contemplates abolishing 
the Bureau of Parks and placing it 
under forestry. In addition, 33 mem­ 
bers of the flood control division have 
been let go and Secretary Stew art said I 
it' was possible that entire flood con- i 
trol program of the State might be; 
dropped. 
In the Department of Mines, the post I 
of Deputy Secretary for the bituminous 
region has been abolished and the en­ 
tire department itself may be abol- j 
ished and made a bureau in the De-; 
partm ent of Labor and Industry. 
This is expected to be only a begin ! 
ning. 
At the cabinet meeting to be 
beld tomorrow, Governor Jam es will j 
receive a detailed report from each of 
his cabinet officials outlining tile m an­ 
ner in which their departm ents can 
economize.

Contractors, speculators, and busi­ 
nessmen, skeptical about the financial 
future of France, have refrained from 
promoting any new building construc­ 
tion. As a result, little or nothing is 
to be had.
